This was the election which mark- 
ed the defeat of Reciprocity with the 
United States.

The modern voyageur, travers- 
ing Canada in a_ comfortable 
transcontinental train, is struck 


by two phenomena. One is the, 


grandeur of Canada’s natural 


scenery and the other is the ugli- 
ness of Canada’s domestic archi- 


tecture. Dotting the majestic 
sweep of lakeland. prairie or 
mountain are dwelling places 


whioh offend the eye and afront 
the soul. Straggling villages 


and pushi towns reveal struc- 
ble than a brite shine on shoes, ane is oe 


the briter it Is the more destestible| 
it is, thats wy I partickilly bawt calf! 


tures In wood or brick which vio- 
late every aesthetic principle in 
color and form. Rude shacks and 
garish villas mar the prospect on 
many sides. Only in the older 
Settlements where the native log 
cabin still survives, do the peo 
ple’s housés add fitting beauty to 
the scene. 

Tt is futile for sensitive minds 
to protest against the bad taste 
of the people in the matter of do- 
mestic architecture. however, 
for the same reason that {t would 
be futile to protest against bad 


taste In any other domestic art. 


Pioneers who came to Canada 
were too busy fighting the ele- 
ments and conquering nature to 
have time for reflection on ab 
stract beauty. Keeping the cold 
out in winter and letting the air 
io in summer was of more mom- 
ent than adding picturesqueness 
to the view. After the first plon- 
eeers came their descendants. 
, They had no traditions to Inher- 
it. As Dr. Adam Shortt stated 
to a meeting of Ottawa architects 
on Wednesday, old world tradi- 
tions were discarded. And so it 
has come to be that Canadians are 
a people with few native tradi- 
tions in the matter of aesthetic 
qualities of their homes. For 
generations Canadians have been 
doing, acting. hewing. In the na- 
ture of things they were bound 


to do. 
But now comes the reaction. 
Leisure fs an increasing factor 


in Canadian life. More time is 
being devoted to the study of oth- 
er than material things and with 
this change is a growing demand 
for those things in life which add 
to the enjoyment’ of life. One 
manifestation of. this desire is to 
be seen on the residential streets 
of Ottawa and other cities. More 
attention is being paid to beauty 
in the appearance of the homes 
that intelligent fotks intend to 
live in. Some, it is true, are 
more norel than picturesque, but 
all denote the tendency towards 
a better standard of architectur- 
al design-—~ 

“It would be a good thing if our 
public bodies shéwed more dis- 
crimination in the choice of de. 
signs for public buildings and 
monuments, By example the 
powers that be might tead the 
way to enhanced beauty in com- 
munity life. Too often public 
buildings are marvels of sanitary 
perfection and mechanical thor- 
oughness, while their facades 
and outlines are things of dub- 


- fous beauty and often downright 


bad taste. To combat this sort 
of thing In Britain they are talk- 
ing of organizing a Committee of 
Taste, on the lines of the Commis- 
sion of Fine Arta in Washing 
ton, whose duty it would be to 
pass upon all proposed public 


* buildings and memorials, to es- 


tablish a closer connection be- 
tween art and everyday life, and 
to advise on all questions of taste. 
Such a committee, voluntary in 
character, would be composed of 
both artists and the “lalty,” it is 
Suggested. Certainly the idea is. 
worthy of investigation especial- 
ly where growth Is rapid and 
public monuments confront the 
beholder on efery hand.

This announcement was made by Sir Laming Worthington-Erans, 
Secretary of War, who presided at a Government banquet in honor of 
General Pershing. In making the ‘announcement, he said that King 
George had “conferred upon the United States unknown warrior the 
highest decoration known to the British Empire—the Victoria Cross.’’. 

Sir Laming paid a high tribute to Gen. Pershing, In proposing a toast 
to his health, and in alluding to the Westminster ceremony, he added: 

“Truly the hearts of the United States nation must have gone out 
to our unknown warrior when they were prompted to tender at the hands 
of Gen. Pershing that unprecedented honor. This act of United States’ 
friendship, which Gen. Pershing has performed today, will find response 
In thousands of British women’s hearts, each of whom claims our unknown

Government May be Forced to 
Restrict Buying Foreign 
Exchange 


BERLIN, Oct. 18.—The mark was 
smashed to nearly 200 tothe dollar 
today, the Bourse closing at 186. The 
whole day was a rush to unload 
marks at any price. ‘ 

The Berlin Exchange is lower than 
outside Germany, because confidence 
in the ‘mark within the country is 
broken; otherwise there is no reason 
for such a precipitous drop. The 
trouble has been that in the struggle 
to convince kK world that an undi- 
vided UpperSilesia was necessary to 
a solvent Germany, the Government 
Propagandized its own people to such 
an extent that they belleve that, now 
a section of thg province has been 
lost, their best move is to save what 
they can from what they think will 
be a’ complete crash. The result is 
the mad rush to get rid of marks, 

The situation {s so hectic that 
Where fs talk that the Government 
will be forced to enact a law restrict- 
ing the purchase of foreign exchange. 
Several large banks have been so 
hard hit in their foreign exchange 
deals that they are threatening to 
sue the Relchsbank. 

These banks have been buying for- 
eign exchange for the Government at 
stipilated prices, and now that the 
bottom has dropped out of the mar- 
ket they are practically ruined. 

The Reichsbank itself Is in: a ser- 
fous predicament. » 

On a falling market it has upheld 
the mark, but this crash is too great 
for even its resources.

of Belleville; that such further or 
other relief as your honorable board 
may seem just and equitable be grant- 
ed to your petitioners in the premis- 
ea persuant to the statutes on that be- 
half.” 

Col.

“The owners of the land south of 
Dundas street affected by the propos- 
ed new sewer, notice paragraphs in 
the local press “that their appeal to 
the Railway Board. (called an injunc- 
tion) has delayed action on the sew- 
er.

Ludwig 11L was ee a reel in Nov., 
1918, following the sfgning of the ar 
mistice and the ‘collapee of the Ger-

uge in Switzerland, while Bavaria was 
declared a republic. 

Ludwig ‘was born January 7, 1845. 
He became Regent, of Bavaria in suc- 
cession to his father, Prince Luitpold, 
who died December 32, 1912. He was 
proclaimed, King on Nov.’ 5, 1913, in 
succession to his cousin, King Otto, 
who was then declared incapable of 
ruling owing to insanity—the ' curse 
of the Bavarian Royal Family. 

Ludwig, in turn, fell-a victim to 
insanity, following his filght to Swit- 
zerland. His great delusion was that 
Bavaria had won the war, with him- 
self as the supreme general, and his 
ardent desire was ta_return to Mun- 
ich to march his victorious troops

PARIS, Oct. 32—The efrth ts rush- 
ing toward a period of perpetual 
summer, according to a French as- 
tronomer, who offors this explanation 
of the present abnormal warm and 
dry weather. Oscillation of the in- 
clination of the earth’s axis is the 
use of the upheaval of tho seasons, 
he ‘says, and this oscillation Is be- 
tween ‘a 35-degree marimum and a 
9-degree minimum every 31.756 
years. 

The" last maximum was reached 
during tho ice age, he contends and 
the next minimum will come in the 
year 1926. Therefore, according to 

this astronomer, the earth’s temper- 
pte zones will henceforth become 
progressively more tropical in the 
matter of climate.

Neither can it de proved tangibly 
that it has removed all extravagances 
and waste, except waste of effort be- 
tween departments, because {t can- 
not be seriously said that there ever 
was noticeable waste and extrava- 
gance in Westmount. This, however, 
‘can be testified to that whilst since 
the war started the cost of labor and 
materials has advanced from 50 per 
cent. to 100 per cent. and even more, 
it has only been necessary so far to 
advance our general tax rate 25 per 
cent. and that without going into 
debt or reducing the efficiency of the 
ctvic public service.
